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Highway death toll 
passes 400 mark 


The highway death toll from the Memorial Day holiday according to 
United Press International passed 400 today, the final day of the 78- 
hour weekend. 
The National Safety Council had estimated that between 530 and 630 
persons would die in traffic during the period between 6 p.m. local 
time Friday and Monday midnight. 
Locally there were only two injury accidents, one of them occurring 
on Highway 101. 
A Lompoc woman was listed in satisfactory condition in Lompoc 
Hospital today with a fractured pelvis suffered Saturday when she was 
struck by a car while walking in a west Laurel Avenue parking lot. 
The woman, Delfina Garcia Organo, 50, of 327 North J St., also 
suffered multiple bruises when struck by a car driven by Jerry Wayne 
Wilcox, 28, of 438B North L St. 
Wilcox was booked in Lompoc Ja il on suspicion of driving while 
under the influence of alcohol. Bail was set at $1,250. 
In an accident Sunday on Highway 101, about a mile north of 
Highway 154, Joe Robert Brown, 48 and Ermagene Brown, also 48, and 
both of Compton, suffered multiple bruises and abrasions when the 
small foreign car they were driving rolled off the road. Both were 
listed in good condition in Santa Ynez Valley Community Hospital 
today. 
California Highway Patrol officers said Brown apparently fell 
asleep at the wheel of the car. 
A United Press International count at 10 a.m. EDT showed 420 
persons dead in traffic since the holiday period began. 
A breakdown of accidental deaths: Traffic, 420; Drownings, 90; 
miscellaneous. 49; for a total of 559.

Lompoc Unified School District 
will receive nearly $3 million in 
additional state aid and the area’s 
property owners nearly a million 
dollars in property tax relief as a 
result of Gov. Reagan’s tax reform 
bill introduced Friday in the Senate. 
State Sen Robert J. Lagomarsino 
(R-Ojai) introduced the bill on the 
governor’s behalf, spelling out a 
total of $9 million in new funds and 
$23.5 million in replacement monies 
to reduce property taxes. 
Lompoc 
schools 
will 
receive 
$2,9%,716 in additional state aid; 
and the area’s property owners, 
$838,699 in property tax relief. 
The property tax funds, according 
to Lagomarsino 
will 
finance a 
reduction of $1.03 in the district tax 
rate. 
Further 
details 
of 
the 
predicted tax decrease could not be 
immediately verified. 
Lompoc has a current tax rate for 
schools of $3.77 per $100 of assessed 
valuation and a projected rate of 
$3.95 for the 1972-73 fiscal year. 
Lompoc 
was 
the 
principal 
beneficiary 
in 
Santa 
Barbara 
County. Some districts received no 
additional monies. 
The tax reform bill, SB 1351, 
provides a total of $207. million in 
new state funds statewide, and $676. 
million in replacement revenues 
from state sources to reduce local 
school tax rates. 
Basically the program, according 
to Lagomarsino, guarantees a 50-50 
or better state-to-local spending 
ratio up to a maximum of $745 per 
pupil annually in the elementary 
grades and $930 per student at the 
high school level. 
Lompoc Unified School District is 
already receiving more than 50 per 
cent of its budget from the state. 
The balance comes from local and 
federal sources.

The communique said “ each side 
set forth its respective standpoint" 
on Vietnam, but the views were not 
the same. 
President Nixon s top adviser, 
Henry A. Kissinger, in a briefing for 
newsmen, said the talks on Vietnam 
had been “ long, sometimes difficult 
and very detailed.” 
The communique also said the two 
sides agreed on the desirability for 
peace in the Middle East for the 
convening of a European security 
conference and for negotiations on 
reduction of forces in Europe 
The White House press secretary,

President felt that “ this was a week 
of major accomplishment and the 
President feels it has met expecta­ 
tions in every respect.’’

LOS AN GELES (UPI) - Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey 
and 
George 
S. 
McGovern, satisfied with their first 
debate 
in 
California's 
torrid 
presidential primary, today faced a 
threat from Shirley Chisholm to 
block any further television confron­ 
tations unless she is included. 
McGovern and Humphrey, long­ 
time friends and former neighbors, 
exchanged 
sharp, 
sometimes 
heated, accusations, in their hour- 
long confrontation on the Vietnam 
war, defense spending, and welfare. 
Each predicted he would win the 
D e m o c ra tic 
p re s id e n tia l 
nomination. Both said President 
Nixon was beatable next fall. 
But Mrs. Chisholm, running for 
the nomination in the state’s critical 
June 6 primary, planned to seek in 
Washington, DC., today a federal 
court order to block “ debates” 
scheduled Tuesday and Sunday. 
Although 
Humphrey 
and 
Mc­ 
Govern both seemed pleased with 
their performances on the hour-long 
interview 
program, 
there 
were 
indications that not too many people 
in California watched the program 
A random telephone survey by 
United 
Press 
International, 
in 
Sacramento 
and 
Los 
Angeles, 
indicated that most people either 


were not home or did not watch the 
program 
Twenty five residences 
which 
answered 
in Sacramento 
showed 
that only two families 
watched the debate. In Los Angeles, 
only eight out of 30 households which 
answered watched the program. 
Registered Democrats, undecided 
before the debate, said the program 
did not help them come closer to a 
decision Most called it a standoff. 
With only nine days left before the 
voting begins for 271 delegates to the 
national convention, McGovern and 
Humphrey wasted little time in 
getting back on the campaign trail. 
Humphrey campaigned in Los 
Angeles' black ghettos late Sunday, 
then flew to Fresno. He mapped out 
a 14-hour day today in Fresno, 
Sacramento, and San Jose. 
McGovern attended three rallies 
late Sunday. He was to campaign in 
San Diego and Los Angeles today. 
Even in advance, Humphrey and 
McGovern considered the Tuesday 
“ debate" crucial because it will be 
shown on a weekday evening and 
will not have to contend with 
beautiful weather, the Memorial 
Day weekend, and evening church 
services 
Although both front-runners for 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination leveled charges and 


countercharges during their lively 
“ debate,” no new issues or specifics 
surfaced. 


On the offensive from the start, 
which at first “ startled” McGovern, 
Humphrey claimed that “ we were 
both wrong on Vletnam. ’ ’ 
“ The fact is, that all through the 
senator’s career he voted foi the 
appropriations 
for

Vietnam," 
Humphrey 
charged 
“ There is no doubt that he spoke out 
against it but he voted for it.’’ 
McGovern, chuckling, replied “ I 
find it almost impossible to beleve 
that the senator from Minnesota

Duke of Windsor 
dies in exile

The Duke 
of 
Windsor, 
who 
ruled 
England 327 days before 
giving up the throne for the 
twice-divorced 
American 
"woman I love,’ 
died in 
exile early Sunday in the 
rented mansion he called 
home He was 77. 
It was the end of an era 
A brief statem ent issued 
by Buckingham Palace in 
London said the Duke died 
at 
2:25 
a m . 
of 
an 
undisclosed 
illness. 
The 
cause of death was believed 
to be cancer 
The duke became King 
Edward VI11 of England at 
11:55 p.m. Jan 25, 
1936, 
when 
his 
father. 
King 
George VI. died He ruled 
until Dec. 10, 1936. when he 
abdicated He went on radio 
the next 
day, 
his 
voice 
breaking with emotion, to 
say: 
“ 1 
h a v e 
f ound 
it 
impossible 
to 
carry 
the 
h e a v y 
b u r d e n 
of 
responsibility and discharge 
my duties as king as I would 
wish to do without the help 
and support of the woman 1 
love.’ 
At his side when he died 
was the "woman I love. 
Wallis Warfield Simpson of 
Baltimore, 
a 
vivacious, 
outspoken commoner who 
twice had been divorced. In 
the moral atm osphere of the 


tim es, 
the 
governm ent 
found 
it 
impossible 
to 
accept that the king m arry a 
d iv o rc e e , even 
i f —as 
Edward proposed 
she not 
reign as queen. 
Edward, who 
became 
Duke ot Windsor with his 
abdication, m arried 
Mrs. 
Simpson on June 3, 1937. 
They would have celebrated 
t h e i r 
35t h 
w e d d i n g 
anniversary on Saturday. 
Twenty years later, 
in 
1956, 
the 
Duke 
told 
his 
friends he never regretted 
the decision 
"If 20 years 
were to be erased and I 
were to be presented with 
the same choice again under 
the sam e circum stances, I 
would act precisely as 1 did 
then I love her and need her 
now. I always will. ” 
During his 36 years in 
exile, the Duke of Windsor 
refused to return to England 
in 
any 
official 
capacity 
since his wife did not have 
equal rank, that of "royal 
highness ” 
The Duke’s body will be 
flown to England aboard a 
Royal 
Air 
F o rce 
jet 
Wednesday and will, as he 
wished, 
lie 
in 
state 
in 
historic St G eorge’s Chapel 
at Windsor Castle. He will 
be buried near his great 
g r a n d m o t h e r . 
Q u e e n 
Victoria, in the family plot 
at Frogmore. 


Seven die, 31 hurt 
in Belfast violence 


BELFAST (U PI»-Seven 
persons died and at least 31 
were wounded Sunday in 
bomb blasts and gunfire in 
Belfast. Six persons were 
injured in a gun battle that 
erupted when Catholics and 
Protestants 
taunted 
and 
jeered each other across a 
secular "peace line.” 
In the downtown area, 
three strategically placed 
bomb-laden cars exploded, 
injuring 
six 
persons and 
wrecking dozens of shops 
and offices. Police said a 
t e l e p h o n e d 
w a r n i n g 
preceded the blasts but the 
caller warned of only one. 
The seven deaths raised to 
346 the number killed in 
nearly 
three 
years 
of 
Northern Ireland violence. 


Police said the six bomb 
deaths occurred when the 
blast erupted prem aturely 
in the Catholic Short Strand 
district. A police spokesman 
said Irish Republican Army 
(I RA) men were loading the

about $25-million on the tax rolls for the coming fiscal 
year. 
Chief Appraiser William Cook, who is being 
recommended to succeed retiring assessor Harry W. 
Holmquist on July 1, said it is estimated that about 
$13-million of the increase is applied to current 
residential properties, with the remainder on new 
construction. 
Hit hard once more by the appraisers is the Goleta 
Valley area which has the highest tax rates in the 
county now. Reappraisal of subdivisions and other 
developments raised assessed valuation there some 
$9-million, it was estimated. 
Oil valuations continue to drop, meanwhile, adding 
to the county’s financial dilemma in that respect. 
Assessed valuation was placed at $727-million in 
1971-72.

NEW YORK - (NEA) — 
This is about a non-inter­ 
view 
with 
Marshall 
Mc­ 
Luhan. 
Marshall McLuhan is, you 
will remember, the, uh, 
well, it is impossible to label 
him He isn’t a senator He 
isn’t a novelist. He isn’t a 
third baseman. He isn’t a 
rock idol. 
That’s about as close as 
you can get. 
McLuhan is best 
known 
for writing “ Understanding 
M e d i a , ” 
’The Gutenberg 
Galaxy” 
and 
“ War 
and 
Peace in the Global Village. 
As 
Sir 
Francis 
Bacon 
pointed out, “ some books 
are to be tasted, others to 
be swallowed, and some few 
to be chewed and digested.’’ 
McLuhan’s books are best 
mixed with bicarbonate of 
soda and a grain of salt, 
“ Dick Cavett asked me 
the other day if I was putting 
him on,” McLuhan said dur­ 
ing the non-interview here. 
“Of course I was. I am al- 


ways putting people on but 
all of life is putting on When 
someone is putting you on, 
it is as if you are trying on 
an overcoat. If you like it 
and it fits, fine If it doesn’t, 
fine.” 
That 
immediately 
raises 
the question, of course, of 
whether McLuhan is putting 
people on when he tells them 
he is putting them on. How 
many messages can dance 
on the head of a medium ? 
As if things w eren’t bad 
enough, McLuhan is travel­ 
ing these days with a fellow 
Canadian, engineering con­ 
sultant 
Barrington 
Nevitt, 
with 
whom 
he 
wrote 
his 


latest book, “ Take Today — 
The Executive as Dropout ” 
And they insist on being in­ 
terviewed as a team, taking 
questions 
and 
batting 
the 
answers back and forth as if 
they were Ping-Pong balls. 


“The executive drops out. 
McLuhan says, “ b e c a u s e 
specialism is impossible at 
the high speed of the Elec- 


tric Age. Henry Kissinger, 
for example, is a specialist 
in the historv of World War 
1 . . 
“ A railway war, 
Nevitt 
interrupts. 
“ Kissinger is a man out of 
the 19th century, 
McLuhan 
continues, 


“ By that we mean that he 
does 
not 
understand 
the 
study of process,” Nevitt in­ 
terrupts again, smiling like 
the Mad Hatter and raising 
a significant forefinger. 
“ No. by that we mean that 
he is a man out of the 19th 
century,” McLuhan corrects. 
“ Why, he does not even un­ 
derstand what e l e c t r i c 
money is.’ 
“ It is a question of con­ 
cept to percept. 
Nevitt in­ 
terjects. 
“ Matching 
to 
making. 
McLuhan counters, apparent­ 
ly winning the point since 
Nevitt doesn’t try to top him 
this time. 
(An announcement. Nevitt 


is hereby banished from the 
rest of this article. Nothing 
personal but things are too 
confusing as it is.) 
McLuhan’s previous con­ 
cepts — “ hot” and “ cool” 
media or “ the global vil­ 
lage,” for example — have 
been best understood subli- 
minally. The words taken 
one at a time sound like 
Urdu poetry but as a whole 
they 
become 
meaningful 
“ Take 
Today 
is 
in 
the 
sam e pattern. 
Ask 
McLuhan 
how 
he 
would like people to react to 
his new book and he says: 
“ This 
isn’t 
a 
book 
of 
theories or concepts. It is a 
book about processes, about 
what is happening now Peo­ 
ple think you have to have 
some grand theory to write 


a book 
Alvin Toddler (sic) 
writes a meaningless book 
but because lie has a big, 
heavy moral people think it 
is significant Our book is de­ 
signed to help people figure 
out for themselves what is 
going on.” 
.lust exactly what is going 
on is not clear but whatever 
it is. it Is had. There is a 
lot of talk about things “ dis­ 
integrating“ 
and 
“ falling 
a part.” There is also a lot 
of talk about Ulysses and 
Greek dram atists and How­ 
ard Hughes and Picasso and 
just about everybody else 
except the Creature from 
the Black Lagoon. 
Though nobody’s promising 
a n y t h i n g , 
perhaps 
Mc­ 
Luhan’s non interview com ­ 
ments on the presidential 
campaign 
summarize 
the 
book’s essence (nobody said 
anything 
about 
theory 
or 
meaning, now, Marshall): 
“ There’s 
s o m e t h i n g 
strange about 
the current 
campaigns. The conventions 
are 
outdated 
forms, 
like 
something from science fic­ 
tion The parties are m ean­ 
ingless; they have no policy 
and are looking only for an 
image. 
“ Nixon is an interloper In 
fact, nobody can take the job 
of being president in the elec­ 


tric world The scale is too 
big Things have to be run 
by surrogates and compu­ 
ters. 
“ The centralized constitu­ 
tional government is doomed 
to break up into smaller tri­ 
bal regions.” 
( M c L u h a n , incidentally, 
does not seem to have made 
too much of an impact with 


politicians, perhaps because 
they 
are 
all 
still 
bogged 
down trying to understand 
Machiavelli McLuhan says, 
with a trace of regret, that 
the only candidate who ever 
consulted him for campaign 
advice 
was comedian Pat 
Paulsen.) 
There is more Talk about 
the modern paradoxes: law 
creates 
disorder, 
s p e e d 
creates 
immobility, 
j o b s 
c r e a t e unemployment 
which are part of the reason 
the executives are all drop­ 
ping out and going off to the 
country to live quiet lives 
What executives? 
“ Everyone is 
an 
execu­ 
tive,” McLuhan says “ Look 
at the decisions a housewife 
has to make Isn’t she an ex­ 
ecutive?" 
It 
is 
finally 
becoming 
clear, so now we can ride off 
into the sunset, dropping out, 
bidding a fond farewell to 
Marshall McLuhan and his 
faithful Canadian companion 
Barrington, 
who 
are 
now 
discussing 
the 
generation 
gap. 
“ Kids today are a whole 
new 
ethnic 
group’.” 
Mc­ 
Luhan says. 


“The Africa within us is 
also ethnic,” 
Nevitt adds, 
grinning 
and 
raising 
that 
significant forefinger

It’s too early in his career to 
determine whether Louis Patrick 
Gray. Ill is particularly qualified to 
be acting Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, but even at 
this point it is clear that Gray is one 
great public relations man. 
Since 
form 
often 
obscures 
content and a little bit of style goes a 
long way toward disguising a lack of 
substance, a man’s public relations 
talents can carry him far before 
anybody notices whether there s 
significance beneath the surface. 
Gray has stepped into a situation 
which is a PR man’s dream — 
because his predecessor, the late J. 
Edgar Hoover, neglected many of 
the possibilities. 
Hoover almost never 1» talked to 
the press, 2 > made public speeches, 
3) appeared before congressional 
committees in open session, or 4) 
communicated with the public in 
any fashion, save the “ Director’s 
Message’’ printed 
in the F B I’s 
monthly magazine and the terse 
press 
releases 
announcing 
the 
periodic arrest of real and imagined 
felons 
With that act to follow, any 
appointee would look like a hero by 
granting interviews to newsmen, 
making 
public 
appearances, 
announcing plans 
to hire more 
women and members of minority 
groups, allowing special agents to 
wear striped shirts and longish hair 
and proclaiming his intention to 
‘open the window a little.’’ 
That’s what Gray did during his 
first weeks in office, but what may 
be more significant are his plans, 
announced in his first formal speech 
since taking over, to deal only with 
“ the questions of style that may 
give a new look, but not new 
substance, to the F B I” . 
If the Bureau s handling of its first 
major case under Gray’s direction, 
the

C. 
Wallace, is any indication of the 
course

follow

permanent director is nominated by 
whoever is elected President in 
November, there is good reason to

PR sense, either» Then it would 


usurp 
the 
authority 
of 
law 
enforcement agencies which had 
done the initial investigative work 
— 
ranging 
from 
Treasury 
Department 
and 
other 
federal 
agencies to state and local police 
departments — to cover itself with 
glory. 
The only suspect in the Wallace 
shooting, Arthur H. Bremer, was 
arrested at the scene of the crime by 
the 
police 
of 
Prince 
Georges 
County, 
Maryland, a 
suburban 
county directly east of Washington. 
He was taken to a local hospital for 
treatment of head wounds inflicted 
in a scuffle with the crowd at the 
Wallace rally and was expected to 
emerge from the hospital as a 
county prisoner. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
Justice 
Department tradition of deferring to 
state and local governments in 
cases where there is overlapping 
ju risd ictio n 
in 
a 
pending 
prosecution, the F B I moved in and 
summarily 
took 
possession 
of 
prisoner, 
investigation 
and 
prosecution on behalf of the federal 
government. 
Because Nixon has installed Gray 
in the country’s most sensitive law 
enforcement 
position 
under 
circumstances 
which 
preclude 
Senate confirmation proceedings, 
there will be no opportunity for 
questioning 
about 
some 
earlier 
episodes 
in 
G ra y’s 
Ju stice 
Department career. Among them: 
In April 1971, Gray led the team of 
government lawyers who went into 
the US District Court in Washington 
to 
seek 
an 
injunction 
against 
overnight camping on the Mall in 
front of the Capitol on the part of 
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approximately 1,000 members of the 
Vietnam Veterans Against the War. 
The court order was signed by Judge 
George L. Hart, Jr. and upheld by 
the Supreme Court. The veterans 
defied the injunction and set up their 
camp on the Mall, and it was only 
then that Gray and his superiors 
realized that arresting Vietnam 
veterans while they slept would be a 
massive public relations blunder. 
When 
the 
court 
order 
went 
unenforced, Hart angrily summoned 
Gray and his assistants to an 
unusual night session of the federal 
court. 
Earlier 
this year, Gray 
was 
involved in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee’s protracted hearings on 
Kleindienst’s relationship to three 
disputed antitrust cases against the 
Intern atio n al 
Telephone 
& 
Telegraph Corp. During the first 
week of the hearings, Klemdiendst 
saw no conflict of interest in playing 
the dual roles of the nominee whose 
appointment was being questioned 
and the Justice Department officer 
in charge of approving or denying 
document 
requests 
from 
the 
committee. 
After the obvious impropriety of 
that situation was pointed out to 
him, Kleindienst turned over to 
Gray the job of screening requests 
for 
inform ation 
from 
the 
committee. 
By the end of the 
hearings, Gray had successfully 
rebuffed the senators’ requests for 
scores of documents, including all of 
the Justice Department’s files on 
the ITT antitrust litigation. He even 
rejected a request for a list of the 
materials which the department had 
selectively refused to make public.

New bail law 


There’s a bill in the Senate hopper 
in Sacramento that, if passed, will 
put the 
bail 
bondsman out of 
business. 
The new bail law 
is known as Senate 
Bill 1113 introduced 
by State Senator Ar- 
len Gregorio (D-San 
Mateo). 
Basically, 
it answers the ques­ 
tion of how much 
should 
a 
person 
have to pay for his 
freedom while wait­ 
ing to be tried on 
criminal charges? 
At the present time, the person 
usually can be freed on bail. In some 
cases, a person pays nothing if the 
judge releases the person on his 
“ own 
recognizance.” 
However, 
under the bail system, he puts up 
money and gets it back if he returns 
to court as promised for his trial 
Far more often, he puts up a bond 
that he gets from the bond broker. 
This costs him at least 10 per cent of 


the 
amount of 
the 
bond, 
and 
sometimes more. 
Suppose his bond is $1,000 He 
must pay $100 to the bail bond 
broker. He doesn’t get this back — 
even if he’s found innocent. 
Some 
California 
law yers, 
lawmakers and judges don t think 
that is fair. So, the Gregorio bill. 
If the bill passes, the accused 
person may then deposit his 10 per 
cent of the bail with the court, 
rather than with a private bail bond 
broker. That’s still $100 he has to 
raise on a $1,000 bail. But the 
difference is that if he appears as 
promised, he gets 90 per cent back 
— or $90 The court keeps $10 for 
administrative expenses. 
The practical effect of the present 
bail bond system works a hardship 
on arrested working persons who 
usually can raise bail costs only with 
hardship. 
They must buy their 
freedom even without proof of guilt, 
or evidence that they will skip. 
Pre-trial release statistics show 
charges dropped or reduced to

The Scenic Shoreline Preservation
